From the Imperial Camp at Luzara, Aug. 21. 

N Advice that the Enemy were march- 

ing towards us with their whole Army, 

p. Eugene commanded his Army tomarch 

on the r5th at 10 in the Morning to- 

wards Luzara. Before 4 in the-After- 

poon our Right Wing engag’d the Enemy’s Left on 
the fide of the Po. We fir'd fo hard upon the Enemy 
with our Cannon, that their Army was forc’d to halt, 
tillour Left Wing came up,and till wehad drawn up all 
our Battalions in order of Battle. About 6 a Clock our 
Right Wing charg’d the Enemy, and were receiv'd 


by them, with equal Bravery. Both Sides held firm ° 


and would not quit a foot of Ground, till our Left 
fell on on their fide, and dtove back the Gens-d’Arms 
and the Irifh Regiments ; which fo encourag’d our 
Men, that they fore’d the Enemy to retreat feveral 
hundred Paces, and to leave us the Field of Bartle 
and their Dead: The Action was very hot and la- 
fted 3 Hours, bnr the Night feparated the 2 Armies, 
Ours remaining Mafters of the Field, and pofting 
them{elyes on the Ground from whence the Enemy 
was beaten. We had 793 kill’d, and 1907 wound- 
ed. Prince Commerci was thot dead in the firft 
Charge. The Marquis Davia who had been out 
with a Party, return’d during the Action, and took 
an opportunity to fall, in the Rear of the Enemy, up- 
on their Baggage, and carry’d off to Guaftalla a great 
number of Horfes, Mules, Oxen, and Waggons. 
From the Paris Gazette, Dated Sept. 2. 

From the Camp at Luzara, Aug. 17. On 
the 15th ar 1 in the Morning the Army decamp’d 
from Tefta, without Beat of Drum or Sound of 
Trumpet, and pafs’d the Parmegiana and the Tag- 
liata. The King of Spain was on the Right, the 
Count de Theffe led the Left (which made the Vant- 
guard) and the Duke de Vendome, march’d before 
with 24 Companies of Grenadiers, his ordinary 
Guards, and 2Regiments of Dragoons. He march’d 
with fo much Diligence, that before 8 a Clock he 
came before Luzara ; the Garrifon of which place 
had been reinfore’d by the Enemy the Night before, 
for the Security of the Magazines which they had 
laid up there. He fummon’d the Commander to 
Surrender, who anfwer'd with a Volley of Small- 
fhot, one of which went thro’ the Count de Se- 
zane’s Arm; which made the Duke de Vendome 
conclude that the Enemy’s Army could not be far off, 
and therefore he refolv’d to encamp there. About 
Noon, while he was ranging the Troops in Order, 
as they arriv’d ; the Enemy appear’d in Batralia, 
their Cannon at their Head, advancing towards our 
Left which was extended to the Po, to the place 
where "twas defign’d to lay a Bridge of Communi- 
cation. The Duke de Vendome, caus’d the Regi- 
ments of Piemont, and of the Marines, the Regi- 
ment of the Ifle of France, the Irith, the Regiment 
of Perche, the Brigades of Grancey, and of Sault 
to move up, Mon. Albergotti, whom, he commanded to 
put them in Order, made them retrench themfelves 

“with all {peed, being fhelter’d by a little’ Wood,and a 
Bank of Earth that lay on the fide of the Po. 
There: not being Ground enough for a 2d Line to 
be drawn ; Monfieur de Befons, Lieutenant- 


General drew up, behind this Infantry, the Regi- 


ments of Horfe of the Collonel-General, Mont- 
peroux, d’Ufez, Bordage, Bourbon, Anjou, Ca- 
vaillac, the Dragoons of Savoy, and fome other Re- 
giments. The Dragoons of Senectaire and a Squat 
dron of the Dragoons of Spain, were pofted nea- 
the Brigade of Piemont. Some Cannon were plan- 
ted on an eminence between the Right and Left. 
Mean time the Marquis de Crequi Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral for the Day, drew up the Troops on the Right 
according to the orders of the King of Spain, and of 
the Duke de Vendome, who was continually in 
Motion to give Orders on all fides. At 5 a Clock 
‘the Enemy's whole Army being come up; their In- 
fantry in 2 Linesfuftain’d by their Cavalry, advane’d 
againft our Left which ftood firm without firing at 
them, till they came within half a Mufquet thor. 
The Ground was fo difpos’d, that,in advancing,their 
Flank lay open to the Regiment of Piedmont, and 
to the Brigade of Marines, who pour'd in their Shot 
thick upon them. The reft of the Left Wing re- 
ceiv’d them likewife with fo much Vigour, that they 
were repuls'd, leaving the Ground cover’d with their 
Dead. Within half an Hour they return’d again to 
the Charge,and were again repuls’d; then they made 
fome frefh Troops move forwards, and charg’d a 
third time with like Succefs. In fhort, they charg’d 
a fourth time, and made the Irith, and the Regiments 
of Perche and Sault yield a little of their Ground ; 
but the Count de Befons order’d the Regiments of 
Horfe of the Collonel-Gencral, Montperoux, and 
Bourbon, to march againft them, led them feveral 
times to the Charge, and ftop’d the Enemy. The 
Regiment of Piedmont kept its Poft in fpight of all 
the Enemy’s Efforts, who demanded a Sufpenfion 
of Arms, to carry off the Body of fome Perfon of 
Quality, whofe Name is unknown, which was 
pane them. The Fight began much about the 
ame time on the Right, where the Enemy was re- 
ceiv’d with no lefs Vigour and Intrepidity, though 
all the Troops that were to compofe that Wing were 
not yet come up. The Marquis de Crequi was 
mortally wounded in the -firft fhock, and died ye- 
fterday, regretted by all the Army. The Count 
d’ Eftrades at the head of his Regiment of Dragoons 
took a Standard from the Enemy, The Dragoons 
of the Dauphin, Lautrec, and Languedoc gain’d 2 
Pieces of Cannon. The Battle continued after this 
manner till 1 in the Morning, with fo extraordinary 


.afire of {mall Arms, that the oldeft Officers confefs 


they never faw the like. At laft the Enemy retir’d 
and entrench’d themfelves on the fide of the Zero. 
They had 5 or 6600 Men kill’d or wounded, be- 
fides feveral of their chief Officers, as all their 
Deferters agree. Of the Army of the Allies rwo 
thoufand fix hundred Men were kill’d or wounded, 
with feveral Officers of Note. The Marquis de 
Montandre, the Count de Renel, the Sieur de Vau- 
‘ deuil, and the Sieur D’arenes were kill’d. The 
_Duke d’ Lefdiguieres, the Marquifes de Mon- 
gon, Grancy, Montperoux, and Lignerac, and 
Lieutenant-Collone! of Piedmont were woun- 
ded, and Count Teffe receiv’d a Contufion. — 
the general Officers diftinguifh’d themfelves by 
their Conduct and Courage. The King of Spain 
to encourage his Troops by his Prefence, expos’d 
himfelf feveral times to the fire of the Cannon 
and Mufguets, and continued all that Day and 
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Yeftetday, well-nigh 48 hours without Sleeping, 
and simak without Eating. The Duke of en- 
dome who was prefent every where, perform’d the 

art of a General in all refpeéts, being all the while 


in the horteftof the Action. "Tis thought the defign 
of the Enemy was to fecure their Magazines 1n Lu- 
zara, and to poffefs themfelves of the only place, 
where, by means of an Ifland, a Bridge of Commu- 
nication might be made with the Army of Prince de 
Vaudemonr, who is bur 2 Leagues from it; and to 
thar end to make their Advantage of the Ground, 
which is coyer'd with Trees and enclofures of Dir- 
ches, Caufways, and Hedges : but the conduct of 
the D. of Vendome, and the Valour of our Troops, 
have broken all their Meatures. We are at work 
guictly on our Bridge, which likewife cuts off their 
Communication with Berfello ; and Yefterday the 
the Garrifon of Luzara being 400 Foot, and 150 
Horfe furrender’d at Difcretion. There was found 
in it 4 or 5000 Sacks of Corn and Meal, 500 Oxen, 
a great deal of Wine and Brandy, and other Provi- 
fions. The 2 Armies cannonaded each other all Ye- 
fterday, and continue the fame to day.

From the Paris Gazette ala main, dated Sept. 1. 

On the 29th, a Courier arriv’d at Marli from the 
Duke of Vendome, who left the Army on the 23d. 
He brings Advice, that the 2 Armies continue in the 
fame Pofts ; that the Enemy retrench’d themfelves 
very ftrongly ; that our Bridge is finift’d, and that 
Boats were getting together for making a 2d ; that 
the Bridge of Borgoforte was attack’d formally by 
Trenches, that the 10 Battalions from Mantua had 
joyn’d our Army, and that Prince Vaudemont was 
come to confer with the King of Spain ; that the 
Brother of the Duke de la Force was accidentally 
kill'd by the falling of the Portcullis of a Bridge 
upon him;and that the D.of Vendome would not ven- 
ture tovattack Prince Eugene in his Retrenchments, 
but would wait till he thould be oblig’d for want of 
Subfiftence to break up his Camp. 

Letters fromm the Army under the Earl of Marl- 
borough encamp’d at Afch, dated Sept. 4th Advife, 
That on the 1ft the Prince of Heffe march’d with 4 
Batralicns of Foot and 600 Horfe to attack Stockem. 
The Town furrender'd immediately on his appreach, 
and the Garrifen retir’d into the Caftle. On the 
next day about 5 in the Afternoon, the Cannon and 
Bombs began to fire, and by next Morning had done 
fo much execution, that the Befieg’d defir'd to capi- 
tulate ; bur all terms being refus’d them, they fur- 
rendred at 7 a Clock at Difcretion. There were in 
the place 5 Brafs Guns, and 1 of Iron; 20 Barrels 
of Powder, with other Ammunition in proportion, 
and 80 Sacks of Meal, in the Vaults. The Garrifon 
confifted of 160 Men. We had but one Man kill’d, 
and 3 wounded. 400 Men are left in the place,and 


-the reft are return’d to the Camp. The Artillery 


arriv'd on the 2d before Venlo from Grave, and 
they have begun to break Ground. On advice of 
the Motions of the Marquis de Bedmar in Flanders, 
5 of the Barralions defign'd for the Siege of Venlo 
are march’d that way, and will be follow’d by Col- 
lonel Row’s Kegiment of Foot from Breda through 
Bergenopzoom. The Letters of the 7th fay, Thar 
on the 5th, Lieut. Gen. Dopf, and 3 other General 
Officers, went from the Army to Mafeyck to confer 


“with 3 Deputies of the States, Lieut. Gen. Fagel 


and my Lord Cutts, who were come from before 
Venlo, abou: the carrying on of that Siege, and re- 
turn’d Yefterday. That on the 8th 5 Battalions of 
Foot and 5 Squadrons of Horfe would march to rein- 
force the Troops before Venlo, and that in the Even- 
ing of che 6th both Lines were drawn out, and alfo 
tre Artillery on a rifing Ground in the Front of the 


Camp, and made 3 Salvoes, for the Victory gain’ 
by Prince Eugene. The Enemy continue encamp’d 
near Berringhen ; and ‘tis faid have detach’d 3 Re. 
giments of Foot and 4 Squadrons of Horfe for 
Flanders. 

The Other News, of moft importance, that came 
by the 2 Mails which arriv’d Yefterday Morning 
from Holland, isin Subftance as follows : 

The Marquis of Bedmar having loft very near 
1000 Men, kill’d or wounded in Attacking the Forts 
Kykuyt and others about Hulft, has drawn off his 
Army from before that Place, and fent his Artillery 
into the Lines. 

Private Letters from the Hague of the 8th Advife 
that ‘twas written from Mechlen, that the Duke of 
Burgundy having conferr’d with the Marquis de 
Bedmar in that City, is return’d to the Court of 
France ; by-the way of Ghent and Lifle. 

The Allies having got Stockem, will attack 
Srevenfwert next ; and when that is taken, the Paf- 
fage on the Meufe will be free, from Maeftricht to 
Venlo. 

Venlo is formally befieg’d, the Bridges of Com-., 
raunication are finifh’d, Batteries are raifing, and the 
Trenches were open’d on the 6th. 

The laft Advices from the Camp before Landau 
are of the 3d; which bring nothing particular, bur 
that at General Thungen’s Attack there is a breach 
made in the Citadel, large enough for an Affaulr ; 
bur they defer to Storm thar, till the Works againft 
the Town be further advanc’d. The Hereditary 
Prince of Bareith was wounded in the Trenches and 
dy’d on the rft. ; 

The Mufcovites are not gone back into Mufcovy, 
but ravage the Country of Livonia, and have burnt 
a place within 7 Miles of Riga. 

The Kirg of Poland continues at Tarnof. The 
Kirg of Sweden fas left a Garrifon of 2000 Men in 


Cracow, and is advancing to meet the Troops from 


Pomerania. 
From Vienna of the 26th they write, that they 
have great hopes of the Elector of Bavaria’s being 
brought over to the Emperor's intereft , and fome 
retend there is a Treaty concluded between them, 
y which the Elector is oblig’d to fend a certain 
number of Troops into Italy : but this is not abfo- 
lutely to be depended on.

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A Particular Account of the Fight at Lwzara. 


Written from the Camp of 


Prince Eugene of Savoy, and publifh'd at the 


Hague on Thurfday laft the 27th of Auguft, by Direction of Count Goes 
the Emperor's Ambaffador to the States-General. 


N the 14th the Enemy did not make any 
motion onthis fide; but we foraged with- 
out lofing one Man. General Solari is 
arrived at Guaftala with 2000 men: Orders 
are fent to him to detach Major Hutendorf 

of the Regiment of young Daun with 400 men towards 
Luzara ; and for his own part, to barricadoe himfelf in 
the place where he is as ftrongly as poflible, andto keep 
a good Guard, that the Enemy may not furprize him. 
Lieutenant General Went, who in the abfence of Ge- 
neral Solari commands per interim in Berfello, -has fent 
word that a Body of 4 or 5000 men have agen pafs’d 
the Po near Cafal Maggior, and was already arriv’d at 
Colorno. The Enemy have fired from their Cannon 
and Bombs, both on our Bridges. and on Borgoforte, 
more furioufly today than they did yefterday, and have 
ruin'd 7 of the Boats of our Bridges. The Deferters 
that are come into us on that fide report, that Old 
Prince Vaudemont has fent another Detachment from 
his Army towards Cafal Maggior; which agrees with 
Lieut.Gen. Went’s News of fome Troops pafling the 
Po near that Place. The Enemy have drawn out of 
Mantua feveral Pieces of Cannon to be imploy’d againft 
Borgoforte, and have begun to raife,a new Battery be- 
low ourBridg. Their Forces on that fide confift of 


-30 Battalions and feveral Squadrons, which have been 


joined by 4 Battalions out of Mantua. On the rsth 
(upon the advice that was given us on the 13th that the 
Enemy had diftributed Ammunition to their Army, 
and talk’d of marching in 2 days, and that confequent- 
ly we might come to an Engagement) Prince Eugene 
out feveral Parties to get intelligence of the Motions 
of the Enemy, and efpecially to obferve whether the 

bent their March towards Luzara or Guaftalla. By 10 
in the Morning we underftood by our Parties that the 
Enemy advanced towards Luzara: but yet they were 
uncertain whether it was their whole Army, or a 


great Detachment. His Highnefs our General imme- 


iately caus’d the Trumpets to found to Horfe, and in 
alittle time the Army beganto march in 2 Columns in 
the following Order. The firft Line form’d the firft 
Column, and made the Vantguard; having all the 
Grenadiers at their Head, followed by two Battalions 
of Nigrelli, after whom marched the Regiment of 
Dragoons of Savoy, and then all the other Regiments 
of Foot and Horfe, according to the Order of Battel 
that had been fettled. Two Battalions of Guido Sta- 
remberg, with the Regiment of Dragoons of Herbe- 
jos'd up the Rear of this Column : which took 

their way by Tobellano dire&tly toLuzara. The fecond 
Line form’d the fecond Column, -and, like the firft, all 
the Granadiers with 2 Battalions of Bagni had the Van ; 


= after whom march’d the Regiment of Dragoons of Se- 


rini, and next to them the Regiments of Foot, after 
them the Horfe, as in the. firft Column. Two Batta- 
lionsof Young Daunand the Regiment of Dragoons 
of Trautmanfdorf brought up the Rear of thisColumn : 


Oe which marched along the Po towards Luzara. All our 
® Baggage, the Waggons and Horfes, with all our Tents, 
See remain d behind under the ordinary Guard of our Camp

ut becaufe it wasnot 
known (as we faid before) whether the Enemy march- 
ed withtheir whole Army, or only with a great Body, 
General Vaubonne was detach’d with 500 Horfe to get 
Intelligence at Luzara of the true number of the Ene- 
my. The Army ftill kept on their March in Order, 
and his Highnefs put himfelf at the Head of the firft 
Line: He fent out likewifethe Adjutant General Baron 
Charee with 20 Horfe to look for the Enemy. Before 
3 in the Afternoon, the Head of our firft Column was 
within half a League of Luzara, where Baron Charee 
gave notice that the Enemy was very near; where- 
upon we halted till all our Army was come up; but 
our fecond Line or Column having gone out of their 
way, it was an hour and half longer before both Co- 
lumns were on an even Line. His Highnefs and the 


other Generals advanced a little to view the Pofture of 
the Enemy, and perceiv'd that they were rang’d in Bat- 
talia before Luzara, that they had the Po on their Left, 
and that they had taken Poft in fome Caffines before 
Luzara ontheir Right ; that befides the great Digue of 
the Po, which keeps the Country from being overfiow’'d, 
they had a great many Ditches to cover them onall fides, 
and that in feveral Placesthey had cut down Trees to 
fhelter them. So that confidering in what manner the 
Enemy was pofted, it was found neceffary tochange the 
Order of Battle that had been refolv’d upon. Accord« 
ingly the Right Wing was form’d of the fecond 
Line, which was extended from the Po to the great 
Digue of the Po, and confequently the Left Wing 
was compofed of our firft Line, which was ex- 
tended from the Digue to a certain Road that was 
fecur'd by the Regiment of Dragoons of Savoy, 
and fome Grenadiers were pofted in a Caffine, which 
was at their Head, near the Digue, on the Right of 
the firft Line. 4 Field-Pieces were planted on the 
Digue. But ye perceiving that the Enemy had a greater 
number of Foot in their Left Wing on the fide of the 
Po, Prince Commerci was order’d from our firft Line 
into our Right Wing with a Battalion of Nigrelli, the 
Regiment of Herberitein, 2 Battalions of Guttenftein, 
and 3 of the Danes; the Regiment of Horfe of Taf, 
and 2 Squadrons of the Regiment of Corbelli. The 
Signal being given by the Difcharge of 2 Pieces of 
Cannon, the fhock began about 6 a Clock, the Enemy. 
was atiack’d in their own Pofts, and made to give way $ 
but in the beginning of the Engagement Prince Com- 
merci was kill’d, whofe Death is the more to: be re 
gretted, for that his Imperial Majefty has loft in him an 
excellent General, who in this Aétion, as well asin 


_ all other Occafions, had given Proofs of his incompa- 


rable Valour, and who befides wasa Prince of moré 
than ordinary Judgment, and endowed with moft ex- 
cellent Qualities. Ofthis Wing 3 or 4 Battalions, and 
as many Squadrons, were put inro fome confufion by 
the great fire of the Enemy, and by their Cavalry whic 

charg’d them in Flank; but they rallied prefently, and 
at the fame time the Regiments of Herberftein and 
Bagni, who were pofted near the Po, came up, not- 
withftanding all the fire of the Enemy; and were 
joyn’d by a Battalion of Danes, 2 of Guttenftein, and 
2 of Serini; by which, and thofe that had given the 
firft Charge, the Enemy was beaten from their Poft. 


While our Right were driving the Enemy almoft 1000 


Paces before them, our left Wing advanc’d, and Ge- 
neral Guido Staremberg order’d the Attack to be begun 
by the Grenadiers, with 2 Battalions of Nigrelli, his 
own Regiment, and 2 Battalions of of Leichtenftein ; 
mean time the Prince of Vaudemont with the Regi- 
ment. of Dragoons of Savoy, form’d a Flank of the 
Regiments of Herbeville and Darmftadt, with 2 Squa- 
drons of his own Regiment, and 4 Squadrons of Cor- 
belli,to fupport the Foot ; but he had hardly drawn this 
referve into order, when the Enemy exerted all the 
force of their Car :bineers, and of 2 Irifh Battalions, to 
break through the Foot to him, but they were not 
only vigoroufly ftop’d, but were charg’d and repuls’d 
fo warmly, that the Regiment of Dragoons of Savoy 
fell pell-mell into their Trenches with the Carabineers, 
which put them to the Rout. Mean time the Prince 
of Liechtenftein receivd 5 Wounds, and Count 
Trautmanfdorf General of the Cavalry, had a great 
Contufion on his right Foot, _infomuch, that the 
were oblig’d to be carry’d off; but for all the ter- 
rible fire made by the Enemy both inthe Right and 
Left, they were driven from one Retrenchment to a- 
nother, in fpight of all their Refiftance, and their Re- 
treating from Ditch te Ditch, for four times fucceffively, 
till they were quite beaten off their Ground. General 
Worner of the Artillery acquitted himfelf extraordi- 
ly, and General Guido Staremberg of the Foot, and 
Vaudemont General of the Horfe behav'd 
ves 
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felves with uncommon Bravery. In general, all the 

Army both Foot and Horfe ; and among the reft, the 

Troops of the King of Denmark did their Duty with 

unfpeakable Courage. And what renders this Action 

the more glorious, is, that theugh the Enemy was con- 

fiderably ftronger than we, yet they left off fight- 

ing when it grew Night; and doubtlefs had we had 

one Hour more of Day-light, they had been totally 

defeated. We not only kept the Field of Battle (with 

their kill’d and wounded) but actually encamp’d on it; 

we likewife gain'd a great part of their Tents, of their 

Ammunition,andProvifions,and of their Inftruments for 

breaking up of Ground. The oldeft of our Officers and 

Soldiers do not remember to have feenany thing like the 

Fire that was between the two Armies, and whichcon- 
tinued without ceafing a full hour after the fhutting in 
of Night. Our Lofs is fpecified in the Lift annex’d to 
this Relation. Had not the Aétion been a very hot one, 
we fhould not have loft fo many Officers ; but the Fire 
was fo conftant, and foterrible, that it is not to be de- 
{crib’d. Some of the Enemies Regiments were utterly 
ruin’d, and yet their Lofs isnot very great, not amount- 
ing (with agreat number of Officers)to more than 5000. 
and odd men. Tho all the Deferters and Prifoners a- 
gree that they had a much greater number killed or 
wounded ; nay fome others maketheir whole Lofs to be 
10000; but we fufpend our Belief of that. Nor can 
we pofitively tell how many of their Generals and 
Officers are miffing, but we are affured that Lieu- 
tenant General Crequi is kill’d, and Brigadier Doel 
mortally wounded. The Regiment of Dragoons of 
Savoy took 2 Colours from the Irifh, Nigrelli one, 
Guttenftein 2, Kirkbaum 1 of the Regiment of Pied- 
mont, and one Standard. After the Aétion was over 
his Hignefs order’d 2 Regiments of Huffars to advance 
in the night and fall upon the Enemy’s Rear ; and the 
Baron de Charee was fent to Borgoforte to order a Bat- 
talion of Gefchwindand 1 of Lorain that are garifon’d 
there to reinforce our left Wing. In fhort, the Army 
was pofted in as good Order as could be in the Night, 
for ‘twas believ’d that the Fight would infallibly be re- 
newed next day; but the Enemy had retrenched them- 
felves in the night-timeafter fuch a manner, that it was 
impoffible to attack them without expofing the Army to 
the utmoft Peril. Onthe 16th an hour before day the 
Battalions that were commanded from Borgoforte ar- 
rived here, and were immediately pofted withaBatta- 
lion of Nigrelli and 3 Companies of Grenadiers on our 
Left Wing; and feeingthe Enemy had retrenched them- 
felves fo ftrongly, we began on our fide to do the like, 
efpecially where we were moft expofed. The Baron 
de Charee, who wasfent with 10 Dragoons to give 
fome Orders by word of Mouth to General Solari, 
returned in the Evening, and reported that Adjutant 
General Davia, and Major Locatelli of the Regiment 
of Palfi, with 300 Horfe and as many Foot had march- 


ed out of Guaftalla, and fallen upon the Enemy’, Bag. 


gage, and that they hadtaken a great number of Hor. 


jes and Mules loaded, Oxen, Waggons,

Men, and carry’d off fome Prifoners. ‘We have cap. 


nonnaded the 


nemy inceffantly every day. On th. 


17th T? Deum was folemnly fung to thank God for ou; 
Vigtory, and at night we made a Triple Difcharge from, 
all our Cannon, and have order’d the like to be done x 
Oftiglia, Borgoforte, Mirandola, Guaftala and Berfelio 
The Enemy had 53 Battalions and 101 Squadrons, (:¢. 
cording to the Order of Battel which was found abou 
one of their Officers, who was kill’d) and we had by 
34 Battalions and 75 Squadrons.
